O T H Houſes of Parliament, purſuant - 
co the laſt Adjournment, His Majeſty 
being ſeated in his Royal Throne in his. 

Houſe of Peers, commanded the Gentleman 
Uſher of the Black Rod to give Notice to the 
Houſe of Commons, that they immediately 
attend His Majefty in the Houſe of Peers. 
Where being come, His Majeſty was pleaſed 
'to make a moſt Gracious Speech to both Houles 
of Parliament. 

Afcer which, the Houſe of Commons re- 
turned to their own Houſe, and Mr. Speaker 
reported His Majeſty's Speech to the Houſe, 
which being read at the Clerk's Table, is as 
followeth. 
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My Lords and Gentlemen, 
: Fter the Storm that ſeemed to be coming 
*upon us when we parted laſt, I am 
*glad to meet you all again in ſo great Peace 
* and Quietnefs ; God Almighty be praiſed, by 
* whoſe Blefling that Rebellion was ſuppreſled : 
© But when I refle& what an inconſiderable num- 
* be of Men begun it, and how long they car- 
© ried it on without any oppoſition, I hope 
*every body will be convinced, that the Mili- 
© tia, which have hitherto been fo much de- 
* pended on, is not ſufficient for ſuch Occa- 
*fions, and that there is nothing but a good 
© Force of well diſciplined Troops in conſtant 
© Pay that can defend us, from fuch as either 
* at home or abroad are diſpoſed to diiturb us; 
*and in.truth, my concern for the Peace and 
* Quiet of my Subjects, as well as for the Satet 
*of the Government, mage me think it nec 
* fary coincreaſe the number co the proportion 
© I have done, that T owed as well to the Ho- 
*nour as the Security of the Nation, whole Re- 
* putation was fo infinitely expoſed to all our 
*Neighbours, by having lain open to this late 
* wretched Attempt, thar it is not to be repair- 
*cd without keeping fuch a body of Men on 
* foot, that none may ever have 2 thought of 
* finding us again ſo miſerably unprovided : It 
* is for the ſupport of this great Charge, which 
©!s now more than double to what it was, that 
<E ask your afliftance in giving me a Supply 
* anſwerable to the Expences it brings along 
with it ; and I cannot doubt but what I have 
©{o much to the Honour and Defence of the 
* (zovern- 
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© Government, will be continued by you with 
< all chearfulnefs and readineſs that is requilite 
©for a Work of ſo great Importance. Let no 
* man take Exception, that there are ſome Of- 
* ficers in the Army not qualified according to 
©the late Teſt for their Employment : The 
* Gentlemen, I muſt tell you, are molt of them 
* well known to me, and having tormerly ſer- 
*ved me on ſeveral Occaſions, and always ap- 
_ ©proved the Loyalty of their Principles by their 
© Practices, I think chem now fir to be employ- 
*cd under m2, and will deal plainly wich you, 
© that after having had the benefit of their Ser- 
* vices in ſuch time of need and danger, I will 
* neither expole them to diſgrace, nor my elf 
©to the want of them, if there ſhould be ano- 
© ther Rebellion to make them neceflary co 

© me. | 
*T am afraid ſome men may be ſo wicked 
*to hope' and expe that a difference may 
© happen between you and m2-upon this Occa- 
©ſton, but when you conſider what Advantages 
© have riſen to us in a few Months by the good 
© underſtanding we have hitherto had, what 
* wonderful Effects it hath already produced in 
*the change of the whole Scene of Aftairs 
©abroad, fo much more to the Honour of the 
* Nation, and the Figure it ought to make in 
*the World, and chat nothing can hinder a fur- 
* ther Progreſs in this way to all our fatisfaRtions, 
© but Fears and Jealouties amongſt our ſelves, 
<1 will not apprehend that ſuch a misfortune 
©can befall us as a Diviſion, or but a Coldneſs 
< between You and Us, nor that any thing can 
5 ſhake you in your ſteadineſs and Loyalty ro 
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© me, who by Gods Bleſling will ever make you 
*all returns of Kindneſs and Protection, with 
* 2 Reſolution to venture even my own Life 
© in the Defence of the true Intereſt of this 
* Kingdom. | 


The Earl of Middleton, a Mzmber of the 
Houſe of Commons, and one of His Majeſty's 
Prineipal Secretaries of State, moved, that the 
Houſe would immediately return their 'Thanks 
to His Majeſty for his moſt Gracious Speech, 
and alſo procced to the Conſideration of an- 
{wering the ends therein mentioned. 

 Aﬀer ſome Debate, it was reſolved, That 
the Houſe reſolve it felf into a Committce of 
the whole Houſe on Thurſday Morning next at 
Ten of the Clock, to take into Contideration 
His Majeſty's Speech : And the Houſe Adjourn: 
ed till Thurſday the 12:4. Inſtant, Ten a Clock 
11 the Morning.

Houſe hath greatly contributed. It has had 
two other great Effects abroad. | 

1. The French King's Army laſt Spring was 
marching towards Germany, Crequey was far 
advanced, but when the King of France heard 
the kindneſs of this Houſe to the King,. and 
the Defeat of Monmouth, he recalled them. 

2. The French and Spaniard had allo a dit- 
ference about Hay and Fonttereabeau : The 
French advanced their Troops, and recalled 
them on this News. 

This is the noble effe& of the Harmony be- 
tween the King and this Houſe, who have (TI 
hope) brought the ſame Heare and Loyalty 
they had the laſt time here. 

Hence we may conclude, theſe Levies made 


| by che King are juſt, reaſonable, and neceſſa- 


ry. And fo let. us Vote a Supply, to anſwer 
His Majeſty's preſeat Occaſions.

the King's Revenue he hath already, be ſuf:

*Tis moved we ſhould proceed by Para- 
graph: 

To come firſt to the Militia, who (let me 
tell you) did conſiderable Service in the late 
Rebellion, and if a great Noble-man of this 
Kingdom had been ſupplied and affiſted, ir 
had ſoon been quelled. 

A Confidence *twixt the King and his Peo- 
ple is abſolutely negdful, let it come whence it 
will, our Happineſs conſiſts in it. 

_ His Majeſty, on his firft entrance on the 
Crown, told us, he had been miſrepreſented, 
and that he would preſerve the Government in 
Church and State now eſtabliſhed by Law,and 

to maintain us in all our juſt Rights and Pri- 
yiledges. 

 Over-joyed at this, we run haſtily in to him, 

we gave tour Millions (reckoning what we ad- 

ded to him for Life was worth) at once. 

The preſent Revenue is 1900000 /, or two 
Millions yearly; the Charge of the Govern- 
ment ( admitting this Army kept up) is but 
1300000. yearly : And pray let us not forget 
that there was a Bill of Excluſion debated >

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this Houſe; I was here, and ſhewed my felf 
apainit it; the Arguments for it were, that we 
ſhould, in caſe of a Popiſh Succeſſor, have a 
Popiſh Army. | 

You ſee the Ac of the Teſt already broken, 
but pray remember what the late Lord Chan- 
cellor told you when the late King ( of Bleſfed 
Memory) paſt that Aa, (the words were to 
this effect.) By this Adt you are provided againſt 
Popery, that mo Papiſt can poſſibly creep into any 
Employment. 1 am afflicted greatly at this breach 
on our Liberties, and ſecing ſo great difference 
betwixt this Speech and thoſe theretofore 
made, cannot but believe this was by fome 
others Advice. | 

This ſtruck at here, is our All, and T won- 
der there have been any men 1o deſperate, as 
to take any Employment not qualified for it, 
and would have therefore the Queſtion, that a 
ſtanding Army is deſtructive to the Country. 

Sir F. E. The number of the ſtanding 
Forces is about 14 or 15000 Men, and they 
were about half ſo many before, and I con- 
ceive we are not ſafe without theſe Forces to 
aid and help the Militia.

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and for my part, I had rather pay double to: 
theſe, ( meaning for keeping up the Militia 
from whom I tear nothing, than half fo much 
to thoſe of whom I muſt ever be afraid; and 
ſay what you will, *cis a ſtanding Army. 

The laſt Force preſerved the Peace, and was 
{ſufficient to do it in the late King's time, and 
is now ; all the profit and ſecurity of this Na- 
tion is in our Ships, and had there been the 
leaſt Ship in the Channel, it would have dif- 
appointed him. | | 

Supporting an Army, is maintaining ſo ma- 
ny idle Perſons to Lord it over the reſt of the 
Subjects. 

The King declared, no Souldiers ſhould 
. Quarter in Private Houſes, but that they did ; 

that they ſhould. pay for all things they took, 
but they paid nothing for almoſt all they took. 

Ana for Officers employed not taking the 
Teits, is G:tpenting with all che Laws at once ; 
and it theſe Mzn be good and kind, we know 
not whether it proceeds from their Generoſity 
or Principles, tor ws muſt remember, *tis Trea- 
ſon for any Man to be reconciled to the Church 
of Rome, for the Pope by Law 1s declared Ene- 
my to this Kingdom. 

A Supply given as moved for, is a kind of 
an eſtabliſhing an Army by A of Parliament, 
and when they have got the Power into their 
hands, we then are to derive it from their Cour- 
telis ; and therefore I would have the Queſtion

That the ſafety of the Kingdom doth not

If you provide a conſtant Supply to ſuppore 
them, by ſetting up an Army, Sir Thomas Meers , 
has turned it into a Supply for the Navy. | 

There is no Country in the World has a Law 
to ſet up an Army, we have already made an 
ample Supply for the Government. *Tis for
